JERSEY CITY — Mayor Bret 
Schundler recently unveiled a plan 
to establish a new Comprehensive 
Housing Affordability Strategy, 
CHAS III in Jersey City. 

“Weare taking anew direction in 
our effort to provide Jersey City resi- 
dents with affordable housing,” said 
Schundler. “The new plan will focus 
on training unemployed Jersey City 
workers to rehabilitate older deterio- 
rated buildingsand vacantapartments. 
Through this new effort we will beable 
to provide not only affordable housing 
and ratables, but also training and jobs 
for Jersey City residents.” 

Schundler is asking for volun- 
teers from the community to serve on 
a Citizens’ Advisory Committee to 
help in further a plan. 


The development of anew Hous- 
ing Affordability Strategy was 
necessitated by the release of the 
1990 census in 1992. The establish- 
ment of the Mayor’s Advisory 
Committee will afford greater public 
input into the initial planning stages 
of developing the plan. In the past, 
the public was afforded an oppor- 
tunity for input only after the plan 
had been almost fully developed. 

The first CHAS plan, initially 
presented to the public in 1991, pri- 
oritized home ownership resulting 
in the development and the con- 
struction of 63 two-family homes at 
Lafayette Park.

Mayors warn Congress 
of rising unemployment 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
U.S. Conference of Mayors has told 
members of Congress thatrecent fed- 
eral statistics on unemployment show 
increasing jobless rates in cities. 

Ina letter dated March 11, York, 
PA Mayorand Conference President 
William J. Althaus said that recent 
job statistics run contrary to some 
economic indicators being used by 
Congressional opponents of Presi- 
dent Clinton’s short term economic 
job stimulus to component of his. 
overall plan. 

Althaus said the real facts are 
that the most recent data available 
from the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics shows that unemployment in the 
nation’s 30 largest cities increased 
each month during the last quarterof 
1992. At the end of the year, the 
“teal” average of 8.5 percent was 
well above the national average. 

“These are increases in the ‘offi- 
cial’ BLS rates,” said Althaus. “If 
you compute the ‘real’ unemploy- 
mentrates in these cities, as The U.S. 
Conference of Mayors has been do- 
ing for the past several months, the

York Post, once a champion for lib- 
eral causes in the 1960s, has become 
a racist, deeply conservative nearly 
all-white “newspaper” that viciously

Pelvic pain may not be sexual disease 


Napoleon d Eugene O’ Neil, — is 
today a disease that mainly affects Asians and 
Pacific Islanders, African Americans, Latinos, 
Native Americans, immigrants, refugees and 
migrant workers. 

Why are these groups disproportionately 
affected? Minorities, the poor and other so- 
cially disadvantaged groups in this country 
face persistent barriers to medical care, decent 
housing and proper nutrition and as aresultare 
more likely to develop the disease. 

Anestimated 10 million U.S. residents are 
infected with the rod-shaped bacteria, called 
tubercle bacillus, but that is not the same as 
having active, contagious TB. 

For active TB to develop, a person’s im- 
mune system must be weakened by such things 
as poor nutrition; other illnesses or drug use. 
Active TB is particularly prevalent among 
people with AIDS. 

While the bacillus travels through the air 
when a contagious person coughs or sneezes, 
another person becomes infected only after 
spending hours of close contact in a poorly 
ventilated space with a person with active TB. 
Transmission does not occur as a result of 
standing on a bus or in a subway next to 
someone who is coughing . 

Compared with whites in 1990, Native 
Americans and Alaska Natives had 4.5 times 
the risk of active TB; Asians and Pacific Island- 
ers, 9.9 times; African Americans 7.9 times; 
and Hispanics 5.1 times, according to the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control ve") in Atlanta, 
Georgia!

of reported cases among Native Americans 
dropped by 6.5%.

No good statistics are kept for migrant 
farm workers, but a 1985to 1989 survey of TB 
cases in 29 states found that farm workers 
appeared to be at six times the risk of TB than 
the general population of employed adults. 

‘The best news about Tuberculosis is that it 
is preventable and curable. Both active and 
dormant TB can be effectively treated with 
antibiotics that must be taken for six months to 
a year, but that’s easier said than done. 

Because the treatment takes so long, and 
even though symptoms may disappear, people 
often stop taking the antibiotics too soon. That 
has created the problemi of drug-resistant TB 
that has plagued places like New York City. By 
not taking the full course of treatment people 
allow the bacteria to develop resistance to the 
antibiotics necessary for treating TB. 

While the numbersappear overwhelming, 
there are many things that community leaders 
and local health officialsean do to prevent and 
treat the di

When he flashed across the fin- 
ish line, his finger thrust into the air 
signifyinghe wasnumberone,hehad 
left the fastest runners in the world 
wondering where had“Ol’ Ben” gone. 
If Johnson had been any faster, he 
would have been out catching light 
beams. 

Then came the moment of truth, 
one that shocked the entire track and 
field world. 

Oh, they weren "t shocked that 


Jamaica, 

and so much shame to his adopted 
country of Canada, could have been 
so dumb. Perhaps that’s why it’s so 
hard to believe these latest charges 
that he has once again taken drugs in 
an effort to enhance his rocketing 
performances. 

I mean, wasn’t Seoul enough? 

Here was the world’s fastest hu- 
man, a man whose body appeared to 
be chiseled out of ebony, aman who 
had so many well-defined muscles 
that there was no place for fat to even 
hide, let alone form a bulge. Here was 
aman who held the world record in 
the 100-meter dash, an event that by 
its very nature isa nip-and-tuck battle 
to the wire, one athlete out-leaning 
the other. 

Then, in that bright sunshine in 
Seoul, in the even brighter glare of 
the Olympic Games, Johnson took off 
in the 100-meter final like a startled 
deer. He WAS that guy in the joke 
about hearing a bullet twice: “Once 
when it went by me and again when 
1 went by it.” 


Ben by bottled light- 
ning, or whatever they called that 
particular brand of steroids. They were 
shocked that Gentle Ben was dumb 
enough to getcaught. You see, in this 
demented society, Johnson, for the 
most part, wasn’t being castigated so 
much for doing drugs as he was for 
being caught doing drugs. 

One of those “If a tree falls in a 
forest and there’s no one there, does 
it make any noise?” contentions. 

So they held a public flogging in 
Canada where Ben, after fleeing Seoul 
in humiliation, showed up to an- 
nounce the error of his past ways and 
inform everyone that he was chang- 
ing. 

For two years he worked hard, 
abstaining from drugs. And when he 
returned to the track, he found him- 
self at the back of the pack. At the 
Barcelona Olympics, Johnson fin- 
ished last in his semifinal heat and 
failed to reach the 100-meter final.

After the Depression ended in 
the 1930s, black baseball began to 
flourish. More people were able to 
attend the games. Also, the Negro 
Leagues were able to rebuild — the 
NNL reorganized in 1933, with the 


of players like Satchel 
Paiga, Josh Gibson, Cool Papa Bell, 
Buck Leonard and other greats, the 
games wereexciting for the fans. Also, 
night games were an important devel- 


ment. 

In 1929, almost six years before 
the white major leaguers had lights in 
their stadiums, the owner of the Kansas 
City Monarchs, J.L. Wilkinson, devel- 
oped a portable lighting system that 
enabled his team to play games at 
E aap in 1933, Pittsburgh’s Gus 

lled baseball’s first per- 
cas wait lights at Greenlee Sta- 
dium, one of the only stadiums owned 
by a black team. 

While Pittsburgh became one of 
the most successful centers of black 
baseball, many great teams emerged 
in the 1930s. One such team was the 
Newark Eagles. The Newark Eagles 
won the 1946 Colored World Series 
and were said to be just as good as the 
world champion Saint Louis Cardi- 
nals that year. Known as one of 
the greatest teams in baseball, 
the Eagles produced the first three 
blacks, after Jackie Robinson, to 
break into the major leagues — 
Don Newcombe, Monte Irvin and 
Larry Dolby. 


ht through World War II. 
But, after Jackie Robinson became 
the first black player in the major 
leagues in 1947, other great players 
began to leave the leagues for the 
majors. Players suchas Hank Aaron, 
Monte Irvin, Don Newcombe, Larry 
Dolby, Ernie Bank, Roy Campanella 
Joe Black and Willie Mays left the 
Negro Leagues to move into the 
majors. The Negro League slowly 
began to die out, with the Negro 
American League folding in 1960. 

Once Robinson started with the 
Dodgers, barriers began to fall, 
slowly but surely, in many other 
areas of society. One year later, 
President Harry S. Truman ended 
segregation in the armed forces. 
Seven years later, the Supreme 
Court ended segregation in public 
schools. A decade after that, Con- 
gress passed the Civil Rights Act 
giving all blacks the right to vote. 
Then in 1984, Rev. Jesse Jackson 
ran for presidentin the Democratic 
primaries, and garnered support 
from members of many races. 

‘The struggles and persistence of 
the Negro Leaguers may very well 
have changed more than just base- 
ball. The Leaguers may havechanged 
their country forever.
